Initial operations will be on 17 and 20 
meters utilizing a wire antenna until a SteppIR yagi shipped by the support team arrives. 


Once fully operational, activity will be on 160-10 meters. There are several other hams in the 
green zone, and the SDXA group hopes this station will be a club effort involving several 
nationals and Iraqi hams.
